Measure for Measure- Central Park 7/25. 5 pro-Times, 
Herald Tribune, Post, Journal American, World Telegram & Sun 
-and 1 con- News- filed on second production of season of NY 
Shakespeare Festival, directed by Alan Schneider with Philip 
Bosco, Mariette Hartley, Mark Lenard, Frederic Warriner, and 
Arthur Malet, Affirmative views ranged from raves by Times 
and Post critics to milder approval from others, while the sin- 
gle con view was leveled more at the variety of acting styles 
than the production, Funke, Times, cheered it as one of the most 
exciting enterprises in town, an absorbing and riveting play, the 
production up to the usual high caliber, Crist, Herald Tribune, 
applauded the sharp, vigorous, engrossing production of the ex- 
cellent company who make it contemporary and meaningful, Her- 
ridge, Post, lauded handsome and exciting production which she 
felt would be a bargain at top prices, and for free is a treasure 
for the taking. O'Connor, Journal American, billed it as a well- 
acted, well staged performance of a lesser Bard work, Aston, 
WTS, liked the big show which was long almost to the point of 
discomfort, He specially liked scenes of low comedy, Dissenter 
Watt, News, feared that the director, who has an eye for nice 
pictorial effect, has not been able to blend the variety of acting 
styles-some mature, some immature, The earthbound play has 
not been mastered by the company, he concluded, Because of 
the "sunset" starting time required for the outdoor production, 
the reviews were published Jul 27, 


Program One- Gate 7/21 5 con- Times, Herald Tribune, 
Post, Journal American, World Telegram & Sun- and 0 pro-filed 
on triple bill of three one act plays--"Santa Claus" by e.e, cum- 
mings, "Calvary" by W. B, Yeats, and Escurial" by Michel de Gh- 
elderode, adapted by Lionel Abel, presented by ''Theatre for the 
Swan" staged by Stephen Quinto, scenery and costumes by Bar- 
bara Remington, Harold Scott and Josef Chaikin are featured, 
Almost all aisle-sitters thought production and cast, with sole 
exception of Scott, was amateurish and meaningless, Funke, 
Times, thought "Escurial" was an interesting script with Scott 
presenting a gem of a performance, but event came too late in 
the evening to make production winning, Crist, Herald Tribune, 
panned everyone and everything, except Scott, who she listed as 
the only able actor there, Herridge, Post, credited group with 
brave try at non-commercial fare that is probably better read 
than presented, O'Connor, Journal American, also liked the 
third playlet, but suggested that entire evening may be the group's 
swan song. Aston, WTS, did not like plays or even Scott, who he 
thought was unintelligible, 


Medea- Jan Hus 7/25-7/3l- 1 pro- Herald Tribune-and 3 con- 
Times, Post, World Telegram & Sun- filed on one week presentation 
of Virgin Islands Repertory Company production of classic, staged 
by Norman Chelquist and featuring Helen Banfield in title role, All 
praised Banfield, though in varying degrees, but they could find 
little else to compliment in presentation of community theatre 
presented in NYC in honor of its 10th anniversary by the American 
Virgin Islands Unity Council. Morgernstern, Herald Tribune, felt 
that inspite of the poor, amateur production it was worthwhile as a 
showcase for Banfield's remarkable ability, a stunning, memorable 
performance, Reviewer pondered what dimensions she could have 
added to her performance if she were surrounded by and stimulat- 
ed by professional actors, and if she were aided by an experienced 
director. Calta Times, noted that play itself is milesaway from the 
grasp of the good-intentioned visitors, the general performance 
pedestrian and sometimes embarassingly uneven. Times reviewer 
thought Banfield an attractive young woman who brought sufficient 
fervor to difficult role, but had hardly the subtlety and fiery bar- 
barity for which the role calls. Carr, Post, feared production fell 
prey to same bugaboo that has bedeviled many professional groups, 
namely the force and imagination of classic were overshadowed by 
what seemed to be a preoccupation with declamation, Aston, WTS, 
was sorry he went, though these earnest neighbors brought us one 
redeeming property, Banfield, An amateur actress she is the Hos- 
pital Adminstrator of Knudson-Hansen Memorial Hosptial, St. 
Thomas,

Though the full 
evening, counting two fifteen minute intermissions and the 
three playlets took less than two hours, it seemed as if we 
had been in the theatre for days,

Medea presented in NY by Virgin Islands Repertory

Thomas , but the ambitious thespians are woefully lacking 
in any professional technique by NY standards, While attract- 
ive Helen Banfield aloneamongthe native cast shows any signs 
of theatrical intelligence, she attempted a role that almost no 
one but Judith Anderson should ever try, The thought of spend- 
ing a week's summer vacation in an NYC Off Broadway play- 
house must have seemed an ideal busman's holiday. It is 
hoped that the cast, unlike professional actors, do not take 
the set of bad notices too hard, They should stick to their 


home grounds providing theatre for themselves and their own 
faithful audiences.
